LOUISJINGG! 


The Bold Bomb Maker Blows Great 
Holes In His Head With a 
Folminatingr Cap. 


Th® News From Goyernor Oglesby. 


OmoAoo, Nov. 10.—9 a. m.—Louis 
[jingg, the bomb maker, has just com- 
mitted suicide in his cell in the county 
ail. 


He ended his life by means of a ful- 
minating cap. He held the cap in his 
mouth and lit it with a candle which 
was burning in his cell. 


The explosion was the first warning 
the jail people had. 
The guard saw 
him with a candle in his hand, but sup- 
posed he was lighting a cigar. 


From the efieots of the explosion he 
had his head torn away. 


Immediately after the explosion Depu- 
ty O'Neil rushed into Lingg's cell, 
which was completely enveloped in 
smoke. 
There he found the young 
anarchist lying on his back, 
with 
great 
holes 
in 
his 
head, 
from which blood was rushing in tor- 
rents. He was at once carried into the 
;iail office and placed on a table. 
He 
was still breathing faintly and while Dr, 
Gray was 
examining 
he 
coughed 
slightly and blood poured forth again 
from his terrible wounds, as well as his 
mouth and nose. 


The physician said the man could only 
live an hour or so at the most and he 
expects death every minute. 
At 10 o'clock he was still alive. 


LINGO'S FAKEWEMJ ADDBBSS. 
10:10 a. m.—All day yesterday it was 
thought that Lingg acted differently 
from usual. 
Tuesday night he gave 
out his "farewell address," which was 
written for the Alarm, 
Parson's old 
paper. 
In it he recited at length his 
grievances and closed as follows: 


Now, with a last and earnest farewell 
to all friends and comrades and with 
final wishes for their prosperity, I close 
in view of the certainty that I shall 
never have a chance of seeing you again. 
My beloved comrades, with an earnest 
and hearty wish for your future success 
in life, your comrade, Hoch Die An- 
archic.

TAIIKS OF HIS 
SWEETHEABT. 


Yesterday Lingg asked if his sweet- 
heart, Eda Mueller, had gone to Spring 
field, and when told that she had, re- 
marked that if he could have seen her 
he would have told her to stay at home. 


A COOL MAN. 


O'Neil, one of the two guards who re- 
main on duty 
before Lingg's cell 
throughout the day, declared that Lingg 
was the coolest man in the Cook county 
jail. He was very pale, but his appetite 
was good and he slept well. 


WHAT THE DOOTOBS SAT. 


CmoAGO, Nov. 10.—Jailer Folz made 
an examination of Lingg's cell. On the 
floor he found a shell of the fulminating 
cap. 
The sheriff said there had un 
doubtedly been dynamite in it. The ex- 
plosion was terrific. 
It startled the of- 
ficials, who thought it was a bomb, the 
noise was so great. 
The shell was bo 
small as to have allowed it to be smug- 
gled in without any trouble. 


At 10:15 o'clock, Dr. Gray made a 
further examination and found that the 
tissues of the throat, neck and front of 
the jaw had been torn away. He admin- 
istered stimulants, but they failed to 
arouse the man. 


LINGO MAT LIVE. 


The doctor states now that there are 
faint hopes that Lingg may yet live. 


Mr. Grinnell says in case he lives un- 
til to-morrow the stay of execution, for 
him at least, must be granted. Mr. 
Hunt appeared before Judge Bailer at 
10 o'clock and made a formal applica- 
tion for a writ of inquiry into Lingg's 
sanity and it was refused. 


A TBAITOB AMONG THE DEATH WATOH. 
11 a. m.—Ling is still ulive. 
It is generally believed there is a trai- 
tor among the death watch, who gave 
him the dynamite and cap. This is the 


o'clock this morning and went to the 
room where the doctors were working 
with Lingg. 
"Lingg, do you know 
Captain Black? " asked Deputy Sheriff 
Morgan. Lingg opened his eyes, look- 
ed steadfastly at the captain and nodded 
his head. The scene in Lingg's cell af- 
ter the explosion was ghastly, the teeth, 
bita of his flesh, and blood was scattered 
all over the narrow compartment. Within 
fifteen minutes 
after the explosion, 
Fischer, Parsons and Engle were taken 
from their cells and searched in the 
jailors office. Their clothing was taken 
from them and new suits were given 
them. The sherfff says that Lingg was 
stripped and carefully searched yester- 
day and the day before. 


A FRIGHTFUL PICTURE. 


CHICAGO, 
NOV. 
10.—At 
1 o'clock 
Lingg's condition was unchanged. 
He 
is still conscious and presents a most 
horrible sight. 
The lower part of his 
aw is completely torn off. 
His cheeks 
are torn out and hang down upon his 
neck. 
His teeth are knocked out, his 
gums torn away and but a small stump 
of his tongue appears protruding from 
the mangled throat. 


The ball of the thumb on the left 
hand, with which he had touched off 
the explosive in his month, was torn 
open. 


CAN LINGG LIVE. 


The physician says that if Lingg can 
recover from the terrible shock—a very 
doubtful possibility—he may yet live 
some days or weeks or even get well en- 
tirely, but the chances are but one in a 
thousand, as blood poisoning is almost 
sure to follow. 


ANOTHER LUNATIC, 


CHICAGO, NOV. 1 0 . — O . H. Anderson, 
a lunatic, while being conveyed to the 
insane hospital, heard of Lingg's at- 
tempt at suicide. 
He took a razor from 
his pocket and cut his throat. He will 
probably die.

A letter from August Spies was given 
the governor this morning, in which he 
begs the governor not to permit the 
sevenfold legal murder, but if life must 
be taken, to let him die instead of the 
others. 
He makes this offer in the in- 
terest of humanity and progress. 
He 
re-asserts his innocence, but says public 
sentiment is so warped that it seems im- 
possible for the governor to do other- 
wise than have somebody's blood.

Physicians unite in advising that 
drinking water, whether from wells or 
from the water works, be boiled before 
use. This is looked ugon as a reasonable 
precaution against typoid fever germs 
Low water has heretofore been supposed 
to be pure water, but later conclusions 
are that low water drains sediment 
largely, and therefore contains poisonous 
precipitations. Typhoid is becoming 
alarmingly prevalent, and the water is 
supposed to be the cause. All cities are 
suffering—Indianapolis much less than 
others. The clouds of dust carry poison 
also, and rain or sprinkling only will 
bring relief. The sewers also should 
be flushed to carry off the stagnant 
filth.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE USE OF THE 
STREETS, ETC. 


Section 1. Be it ordained by the common 
council of the city of Fort Wayne, that it shall 
be unlawful for any person, except licensed 
peddlers, to hell, or ofift r for sale, upon any of 
the public streets of the city, from any wagon 
or other vehicle, any meats, vegetables, poul- 
try or other produce, outside of regular mar- 
ket hours, excep: on Barr street, between the 
south line of Columbia street, and the north 
line of Berry street.

Fuel and steam company of Fort Wayne, In- 
diana. 


Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the common «oun- [ 
cilof the city of Fort Wayne that the "dtan- ! 
dard Gas, Fuel and Steam company of Port 
Wayne, Indiana," is hereby authorized aod 
vested with the permission jand privelege of 
using the streets and alleys of said city for the 
laying down in said streets and alleys iron 
pipe lor the conveyance of manufactured gas 
through the same for the use of eald c:ty and 
its inhacitants. 


Se-.2. It if further ordained that for and in 
consideration of the privileges herein granted 
the said Standard Gas, Fuel and Steam com- 
pany, as aforesaid, shall commence the erec- 
tiourivithin the corporate limits of said city, 
by the 15th dav of March, 1888, the necessary 
buildings and works for the manufacture of 
said gas and complete the same within one 
year therefrom, and within said time to lay in 
the streets and alleys for the conveyance of 
said gas not less than five (5) miles c f pipes, ex- 
clusive of service and connection pipes.
